J a ckso n bla med the effo rt to blo ck 
the bill o n “ intensiv e lo bby ing” by the 
petro leum industry a nd the White 
Ho use a ga inst the windfa ll pro fits pro ­ 
v isio n. The industry a nd the a d­ 
ministra tio n repo rtedly o rga nized a 


filibuster in December by Republica ns 
a nd o il-sta te sena to rs tha t prev ented 
pa ssa ge o f the bill then. 
The bill’s o ppo nents ga ined new 
strength Mo nda y when Nelso n, 
a 
no rthern libera l kno wn to fa v o r a 
windfa ll pro fits ta x , a nno unced his 
o ppo sitio n to the bill o n the gro unds 
tha t it is unwo rka ble. Nelso n a lso 
o bjects to pro v isio ns in the bill tha t 
wo uld suspend clea n a ir requirements 
in o rder to permit the burning o f 
dirtier fuels. 
J a ckso n, the chief a rchitect o f the 
bill, ha s a ckno wledged tha t the wind­ 


fa ll pro fits sectio n is no t entirely 
sa tisfa cto ry but ha s insisted o n 
keeping it in a s a pro d to Co ngress to 
pa ss new ta x mea sures la ter in the ses­ 
sio n.

Lobbyists Battle Windfall Profits Curb 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The fate of 
emergency energy legislation appears 
in doubt as the Senate heads toward a 
vote on a motion to send the bill back to 
conference with the House. 
A final Senate vote on the bill was 
scheduled for this afternoon. But 
before that, Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D- 
Wis., was expected to offer the motion 
to recommit the measure to con* 
ference. 
Senate Interior Chairman Henry M. 
Jackson, D-Wash., who last week 
predicted passage of the bill, said 
Monday he doesn’t know whether the 


move to recommit the bill will suc­ 
ceed. The bill would give President 
Nixon the authority to order gasoline 
rationing. 
Nelson’s motion is expected to in­ 
clude instructions to drop a con­ 
troversial provision designed to 
prevent the oil industry from earning 
windfall profits. 
Jackson blamed the effort to block 
the bill on “intensive lobbying” by the 
petroleum industry and the White 
House against the windfall profits pro­ 
vision. The industry and the ad­ 
ministration reportedly organized a 


filibuster in December by Republicans 
and oil-state senators that prevented 
passage of the bill then. 
The bill’s opponents gained new 
strength Monday when Nelson, a 
northern liberal known to favor a 
windfall profits tax, announced his 
opposition to the bill on the grounds 
that it is unworkable. Nelson also 
objects to provisions in the bill that 
would suspend clean air requirements 
in order to permit the burning of 
dirtier fuels. 
Jackson, the chief architect of the 
bill, has acknowledged that the wind­ 


fall profits section is not entirely 
satisfactory but has insisted on 
keeping it in as a prod to Congress to 
pass new tax measures later in the ses­ 
sion. 
Elsewhere on Capitol Hill, John 
Sawhill, deputy director of the Federal 
Energy Office, said the price of 
domestic oil should be held within the 
range of $6 to $8 a barrel. 
Without indicating how this could be 
done, Sawhill said some method must 
be found “of capping the price.” 
He said that otherwise the price of 


domestic oil will continue to creep 
toward that set by the Arab oil nations. 


Current domestic oil prices range 
from $5.25 for a barrel of oil under 
price controls to more than $10 under 
uncontrolled prices. 
Federal energy chief William E. 
Simon, also appearing before a unit of 
the Senate Government Operations 
Committee, predicted that the country 
could handle a 15 per cent gasoline 
shortage without rationing. 
Simon promised to provide adequate 
advance notice if rationing becomes 


necessary. 
Meanwhile, Supreme Court Justice 
William O. Douglas accused the oil 
companies of creating the energy 
crisis for their own profit, with the 
cooperation of governmental bu­ 
reaucracy. 


Speaking at the University of 
Mississippi, Douglas said, “ Our 
problem is a fuel monopoly. The oil 
industry keeps the supply of oil and gas 
low enough to boost prices and makes 
sure all other energy sources are on 
the bottom.” 


Ohio Political 
Candidates Play 
Musical Chairs

Prospective candidates for statewide 
office continue to play political 
musical chairs with just a little more 
than a week remaining until the Feb. 6 
filing deadline. 


One Republican dropped out of the 
gubernatorial race Monday and 
another planned to jump in today, 
while a Democratic state represen­ 
tative decided against seeking re-elec­ 
tion to run for secretary of state. 
Stete Rep. Norman Murdock, R-21 
Cincinnati, announced he was with­ 
drawing as a 
candidate for the 
Republican nomination for governor, 
saying he believed former Gov. James 
Rhodes was unbeatable in the May 
primary. 
Murdock, who said he will seek re- 
election to the legislature, pledged to 
support whoever wins the GOP 
nomination, but added he thought 
Rhodes is a sure loser in next fall’s 
general election. The Democratic 
nominee is expected to be incumbent 
Gov. John Gilligan. 
Meanwhile, state Rep. Charles E. 
Fry, R-75 Springfield, scheduled a 
series of airport news conferences 
around Ohio today to offer his can­ 
didacy for the GOP gubernatorial 
nomination. 
The 57-year-old Fry has been a 
legislator since 1963 and was speaker 
pro tem of the Ohio House during the 
1971-72 session. 
He unsuccessfully 
challenged Rep. Charles F. Kurfess, 


R-83 Perrsuburg, for minority leader 
last year. 
Entering the secretary of state race 
was state Rep. Robert W. Jaskulski, D- 
11 Garfield Heights, who expressed 
confidence his candidacy would 
strengthen the Democratic ticket in 
Cuyahoga County. 
Jaskulski, 47, told newsmen he 
decided to run partly because 
Cleveland Mayor Ralph J. Perk will be 
on the GOP primary election ticket. 
Perk is seeking the Republican nomi­ 
nation for the U.S. Senate. 
Jaskulski said he believed he could 
attract ethnic voters to the Democratic 
ticket to offset Perk’s strengthening of 
the GOP ticket. 
Other Democrats seeking 
the 
secretary of state nomination include 
state Commerce Director Dennis 
Shaul, John F. Kennedy of Cleveland 
and Beverly Ann Bingle of Columbus. 
Incumbent Ted W. Brown is the only 
announced Republican candidate. 
Another Clevelander, attorney 
Richard L. Boylan, 33, announced 
Monday as a Republican candidate for 
Ohio attorney general. Currently 
Mayor Perk’s crime fighter and for­ 
mer assistant attorney general, 
Boyland said he favored a get-tough 
policy with criminals. 
The only other Republican in the 
race is Franklin County Prosecutor 
George C. Smith. State Rep. C. 
William O’Neill, son of the Ohio 
Supreme Court chief justice, recently 
withdrew his candidacy.

was really too early to measure the 
impact of DST and added that it is al­ 
ways difficult to pinpoint the exact 
cause of many accidents. 
Year-round Daylight Saving Time 
went into effect on Jan. 6 as an energy 
conservation measure. A recent AP 
survey of utility officials showed the 
effects of the switch so far were minor 
— with an electricity saving of less 
than one per cent. 
Sen. Dick Clark, D-Iowa, backed by 
Majority Leader Mike Mansfield of 
Montana, introduced legislation on 
Monday urging Congress to repeal 
winter DST. 
“It’s time to recognize that we may 
well have made a mistake,” said 
Clark. He said that the energy saving 
is not worth the risk to children. 
Similar bills have been introduced in 
the House and the Florida legislature 
is meeting in special session today to 
vote on a move to return the state to 
standard time. 
Eight children have been killed in 
early morning accidents in Florida 
since DST took effect. Only two died in 
the same period last year. The AP spot 
check also showed that one youngster 
died in in Virginia, one in Ohio and two 
in California. In addition, a woman pe­ 
destrian in Connecticut and an adult 
school crossing guard in South 
Carolina were killed in predawn auto 
accidents. 
Florida Gov. Reubin Askew, urging 
that standard time be reimposed all 
parts of the state in the eastern time 
zone, said, “The inescapable con­ 
clusion ... is that the darkness had a 
great deal to do with the predawn 
deaths.” 
Most officials elsewhere were 
reluctant to put all the blame for the 
accidents on DST. They noted that 
weather was a factor as was possible 
carelessness by some drivers. 
On the plus side, authorities said the 
gasoline shortage has cut down on 
driving and thus on accidents in 
general and also noted that lower 
speed limits mean fewer and less 
serious accidents. 
There also were signs that people 
were taking extra care to avoid ac­ 
cidents. 
“ Children apparently are being 
more cautious,” said Lt. Alton 
Proudfoot of the Los Angeles police 
department. “They seem aware of the 
danger of walking in the dark.”

Hsinhua, the official Chinese news 
agency, said five sick or wounded 
South Vietnamese would also be 
handed over with Gerald Emil Kosh, 
27, of lafayette Hill, Pa. The report 
said Chinese forces captured 48 South 
Vietnamese in the battle Jan. 19-20 and 
they would be released “in batches.” 
But it gave no timetable. 
The report gave no details of Kosh’s 
condition. 
The State Department said earlier 
that 
Kosh, 
a 
civilian 
Defense 
Department employe, was on a routine 
trip with a Vietnamese patrol boat 
when Chinese forces moved into the 
coral archipelago in the South China 
Sea and overran South Vietnamese 
units that had been put ashore on the 
disputed islands. 
It was assumed that the United 
States government, acting through the 
U. S. Liaison Office in Peking, had 
asked the Chinese government for 
Kosh’s release. 
A State Department spokesman said

no 
formal 
notification of the release had been 
received. He added that if the Hsinhua 
report is correct, “we certainly are 
gratified by the news.” 
The U. S. Embassy in Saigon said 
Kosh, a bachelor and a captain in the 
Special Forces during the Vietnam 
war, was a regional liaison officer to 
the Vietnamese armed forces and was 
stationed in Da Nang. 
The embassy said he went to the 
Paracels before hostilities were even 
anticipated and was put ashore on one 
of the islands as a safety measure 
when shooting broke out between 
South Vietnamese and 
Chinese 
vessels.

At Cuban

MIAMI (AP) — Soviet Communist 
party chief I^eonid I. Brezhnev gets his 
first chance to address the Cuban 
nation today at a massive outdoor rally 
in Havana. 
Brezhnev, who received a tumultous 
greeting on his arrival in the Cuban 
capital on Monday , is expected to 
express his country ’s solidarity with 
the Cuban regime of Prime Minister 
Fidel Castro at ceremonies in the 
Plaza de la Revolució n. 
The 67-y ear-old Brezhnev, ac­ 
companied by Foreign Minister Andrei 
A. Gromy ko and a group of economic 
and political specialists, is expected to 
spend much of the week-long visit in 
conferences with Castro and his aides. 
There has been no official word on 
the subjects to be discussed. But there 
has been renewed speculation of an 
improvement in relations between the 
Communist island and the United 
States, a move Brezhnev reportedly 
favors.

David Watts, director of state and 
local relations for A m trak, the 
national rail service, said Monday he 
doubts the 
proposed 
Cleveland- 
Columbus-Day ton-Cincinnati corridor 
could qualify as one of Amtrak’s ex­ 
perimental routes. 
Otherwise, he explained, the state 
will have to pay two-thirds of the costs 
of renovating existing tracks, and the 
same portions of all operating losses. 
Estimates of up to $250,000 a mile for 
track improvements and $8 00,000 each 
for new rail car, and $150,000 for 
renovating used cars were among 
figures heard from Watts and others 
by the Legislative Service Commission 
Study Committee on Rapid Transit. 
Sen. Anthony O. Calabrese, D-22 
Cleveland, is chairman of the panel 
which stepped up its research ac­ 
tivities in the wake of the energy crisis 
and the threat of fuel rationing. 
Watts said a provision in the 1970 
federal law that established Amtrak 
permits it to spend $90 million a y ear 
for up to two y ears on designated ex­ 
perimental routes on a 70-30 matching 
basis. “But frankly , I feel those funds 
would be used to help support a much 
longer route,” he said. 
The committee heard estimates 
from Steven Brumble of the Cincinnati 
consultant firm of Vogt, Sage & 
Pflumer, that the route would have to 
attract from one million to two million 
passengers to break even. But he 
asserted the corridor has a potential of 
“three or four times that amount” and 
said it should be able to show a profit.

MIAMI (AP) — Soviet Communist 
party chief Leonid I. Brezhnev gets his 
first chance to address the Cuban 
nation today at a massive outdoor rally 
in Havana. 
Brezhnev, who received a tumultous 
greeting on his arrival in the Cuban 
capital on Monday, is expected to 
express his country’s solidarity with 
the Cuban regime of Prime Minister 
Fidel Castro at ceremonies in the 
Plaza de la Revolucion. 
The 67-year-old Brezhnev, ac­ 
companied by Foreign Minister Andrei 
A. Gromyko and a group of economic 
and political specialists, is expected to 
spend much of the week-long visit in 
conferences with Castro and his aides. 
There has been no official word on 
the subjects to be discussed. But there 
has been renewed speculation of an 
improvement in relations between the 
Communist island and the United 
States, a move Brezhnev reportedly 
favors. 
If everything goes 
as planned, 
Brezhnev will also mingle with the

ceremonial visits in the provinces. 


It is Brezhnev’s first trip to Cuba and 
the first by a top Kremlin leader since 
Premier Alexei N. Kosygin spent five

Havana radio, monitored in Miami, 
said the greeting Brezhnev got Mon­ 
day was “ the most enthusiastic and 
significant reception ever accorded a 
visiting dignitary.”

Ohio Rail Corridor 
Runs Into Problem 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
outlook for massive federal funds to 
help Ohio provide intercity rail service 
from Cleveland to Cincinnati is not 
encouraging, a legislative committee 
has been told. 


David Watts, director of state and 
local relations for Amtrak, the 
national rail service, said Monday he 
doubts the 
proposed 
Cleveland- 
Columbus-Dayton-Cincinnati corridor 
could qualify as one of Amtrak’s ex­ 
perimental routes. 
Otherwise, he explained, the state 
will have to pay two-thirds of the costs 
of renovating existing tracks, and the 
same portions of all operating losses. 
Estimates of up to $250,000 a mile for 
track improvements and $800,000 each 
for new rail car, and $150,000 for 
renovating used cars were among 
figures heard from Watts and others 
by the Legislative Service Commission 
Study Committee on Rapid Transit. 


Sen. Anthony O. Calabrese, D-22 
Cleveland, is chairman of the panel 
which stepped up its research ac­ 
tivities in the wake of the energy crisis 
and the threat of fuel rationing. 
Watts said a provision in the 1970 
federal law that established Amtrak 
permits it to spend $90 million a year 
for up to two years on designated ex­ 
perimental routes on a 70-30 matching 
basis. “ But frankly, I feel those funds 
would be used to help support a much 
longer route,” he said. 
The committee heard estimates 
from Steven Brumbie of the Cincinnati 
consultant firm of Vogt, Sage Si 
Pflumer, that the route would have to 
attract from one million to two million 
passengers to break even. But he 
asserted the corridor has a potential of 
“three or four times that amount” and 
said it should be able to show a profit.

If the crisis is relativ ely sho rt, can 
they risk heav y financial o utlay s to 
upgrade equipment and facilities that 
might beco me superflo us in a y ear o r 
two ? 
Or will, as many ex perts predict, the 
co st o f gaso line and diesel o il reach a 
lev el high eno ugh to make rail trav el 
and shipment permanently attractiv e 
again? 
There are no hard answers at o nce,

Can Railroads Grasp O pportunity? 


By LEE LINDER 
Associated Press Writer 
The nation’s railroads, in physical 
and fiscal decline for decades, see 
tantalizing prospects of renewed 
prosperity in the energy crisis. But, for 
the moment at least, it is doubtful they 
can grasp the opportunity. 


The oil shortage aside, the railroads 
need more new equipment, especially 
for passenger service, and probably 
won’t have it for at least two years. 
And they need hundreds of millions of 
dollars to rehabilitate track and 
roadbed for the modern, faster trains 
the public demands. 


“ It will take at least three years for 
railroad passenger service to get up to 
snuff,” says Rep. Brock Adams, D- 
Wash., one of the authors of the new 
bill to bail out seven bankrupt Eastern 
roads, including the Penn Central, the 
nation’s biggest. 
Right now, the gasoline shortage 
already has boosted longdistance and 
commuter passenger traffic. The 
general figure used is IO per cent, but 
the increase ranges from 3 per cent on 
some Philadelphia commuter trains to 
as much as 80 per cent on others such 
as the winter-peak New York-to- 
Florida Amtrak run. 
Already, trains on some heavily 
traveled Eastern routes are showing 
the strain. They are overcrowded and 
often run late and use substandard 
cars. 
The railroads say additional in­ 
creases of as little as 5 per cent, 
especially on packed commuter trains, 
could produce the inconvenience and 
chaos that caused the exodus to other 
modes of transportation to begin with. 
The bulk of today’s railroad 
passengers ride commuter trains: 
roughly 453,000 people going daily to 
and from work, or into downtown 
areas to shop or relax. Most of the rest 
ride Amtrak, the government-backed 
corporation which runs all but eight of 
the nation’s 210 passenger trains. I^ast 
year, Amtrak carried a total of 17 
million riders, or about 46,500 daily. 
Even if that figure were to double this 
year — an impossibility because of the 
equipment situation — the Association 
of American Railroads figures it 
would, at best, accommodate I per 
cent of the nation’s car drivers. 
Freight traffic is in better shape, 
however, and more likely to hold any 
gains. The railroads, having willingly 
turned over their money-losing 
passenger trains to Amtrak in 1971, 
claim they can handle at least 15 per 


cent more coal and other merchandise 
without the need of new hoppers, 
gondolas and boxcars. 
But within a year, if a prolonged 
gasoline shortage boosted freight 
tonnage as expected, a critical 
equipment shortage would occur. 
There now is an order backlog of more 
than 61,500 freight cars, which should 
be delivered this year. New orders will 
not be filled until sometime in 1975, or 
later. 
Underlying and 
further com­ 
plicating the situation is a huge un­ 
certainty: How long will the gasoline 
shortage last? 
The question is a key one and 
presents a dilemna for both industry 
and government. 
If the crisis is relatively short, can 
they risk heavy financial outlays to 
upgrade equipment and facilities that 
might become superflous in a year or 
two? 
Or will, as many experts predict, the 
cost of gasoline and diesel oil reach a 
level high enough to make rail travel 
and shipment permanently attractive 
again? 
There are no hard answers at once, 
though the railroads would seem to 
prefer an orderly, gradual shift to any 
rush that would put intolerable strains 
on present equipment and facilities.

chairman of the Metropolitan Tran­ 
sportation Authority in New York, 
which carries 200,000 persons every 
weekday, we will be “ packing people 
in’’ and forced to limit any increase to 
around 15 per cent until there’s more 
equipment.

The American astronau t is rapidly 
becoming obsolescent in space.

(The 
first of the 26, a British com­ 
mu nications satellite we essay ed to 
shoot from Cape Kennedy to sy n­ 
chronou s orbit ov er the Indian Ocean, 
fell in the Atlantic instead. Its second 
stag e went on strike.)

Unmanned space probes are less 
costly than those inv olv ing astronau ts 
and, in most cases, retu rn more in­ 
formation to earth.

NEW YORK (AP) — If y ou ’re one of 
the many potential homebu y ers who is 
waiting for interest rates to come down 
y ou ’ll be concerned with what the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Board has to 
say . It say s y ou ’ll hav e a v ery long 
wait. 
That forecast was contained in an 
ov erv iew of the indu stry in 1980, 
pu blished in this months board 
Jou rnal. The board is the reg u latory 
ag ency for the nation’s sav ing s and 
loan associations, which write most 
home mortg ag es. 
Offering his v iew of conditions in 
1980, Harris Friedman, chief of 
economic research, wrote: 
“... Interest rates will continu e to 
reflect an inflation premiu m and the 
chances for the lev el of long -term 
interest 
rates 
to 
come 
down 
sig nificantly are remote.” 
Aside from that g loomy prediction, 
the ou tlook for u sers of 2^Ls looks 
pretty g ood, ev en ex citing , and by all 
means reassu ring . The u nbalanced 
checkbook, for ex ample, mig ht finally 
be resolv ed. 
Looking into “A day in the life of an 
S&L cu stomer — 1980,” another board 
official lists some of the serv ices being 
offered. 
The day beg ins with John Doe 
preparing to pay his bills. He rev iews 
the monthly statement he has receiv ed

Association. As he had instru cted his 
employ er to do, his pay checks had 
been deposited in his accou nt. 
On the 10th of the month the 
association au tomatically withdrew 
his mortg ag e pay ment from his ac­ 


cou nt, and had transferred some other 
fu nds to hig her y ielding sav ing s ac­ 
cou nts. 
One of these, a long -term accou nt 
pay ing 8 per cent wUl be u sed for 
retirement or colleg e tu ition. Another 
accou nt, y ielding only 6 per cent, will 
be u sed for the family ’s annu al v aca­ 
tion. 
He notes that the S&L receiv ed and 
paid his electric and g as bills du ring 
the month, an arrang ement he ac­ 
cepted 
when 
the 
companies 
established a preplanned bu dg et, 
enabling him to know in adv ance what 
each bill wou ld be. 
As he rev iewed his statement, he 
noted that his wife had taken $250 for 
food pu rchases and other items du ring 
the month. She had accomplished this 
merely by offering a plastic card to the 
foodstore clerk, who then inserted it in 
a g adg et hooked u p with the S&SL. 
Make what y ou will of this additional 
serv ice: “The clerk also cou ld charg e 
an ex tra amou nt so that his wife cou ld 
receiv e some chang e for other shop­ 
ping .” 
Rev iewing his other reg u lar ex ­ 
penses for the month, Doe simply 
totalled the bills, named the creditors 
in a standard form and mailed it to 
10th Federal in a postag e-paid en­ 
v elope. Tenth Federal paid the bills. 
“With first-class postag e at 20 cents, 
he sav ed sev eral dollars a month by 
letting his S&L handle his pay ments. 
Besides, he receiv ed a 4 per cent inter­ 
est on his u nu sed fu nds. In addition, 
the tiresome chore of balancing a 
checking 
accou nt 
had 
been 
eliminated.”

For any distress 
cau sed by imply ing that a particu lar 
person or school was inv olv ed we are 
tru ly sorry , for it defeats the pu rpose 
of promoting respect. 
Ou r schools are doing an ex cellent 
job, considering the pressu res of these 
day s. There are many fine edu cators 
and stu dents here and across the 
nation. We wou ld particu larly like to 
commend the stu dent body here at ou r 
own Teay s Valley Hig h School for their 
renewed school spirit and interest in 
scholastic achiev ement. We still feel, 
howev er, that it is a shame when a 
small percentag e of stu dents do not , 
respect or care abou t the hu man rig hts 
of those people who are try ing to 
edu cate them or attend to their safety . 
Sadly , these few don’t ev en respect the 
rig hts of their contemporaries who 
hav e needs and emotions, either like or 
different from their own.

M an Sh o t To Death 
In Ch icag o In cid en t 


CHICAGO (AP)—Dav id A. Rowe, 21, 
of Clev eland, was fou nd shot to death 
Monday in a north side v acant lot. 
No motiv e was established, bu t 
police said his wallet, containing 
sev eral credit cards, was fou nd in a 
trash can sev eral blocks away . They 
said Rowe had $7 in a pocket and was 
wearing a diamond ring .

(AP) - A unique 
combine here hopes to begin early next 
summer a project aimed at raising 
prices farmers get for their products 
and lowering the prices the consumer 
pays for them.

Iterrelated Industries, Inc., said. 
“The idea is to eliminate long 
distance shipping and pass on the 
saving to both the farmer and the 
consumer,” he added. 
Faulkner explained that present 
practice is for Kentucky cattle to be 
shipped to the Middle West, fattened 
there on feed lots and then be slaugh­ 
tered, with the meat shipped back 
here. 
“We’ll encourage the farmers to 
fatten their own cattle, since the 
processing plant will be just a few 
miles from their homes,” Faulkner 
said. 
Faulkner also is president of Day 
Star Corp., which manufactures the 
plastic bubbles under which such crops 
as tomatoes can be grown in the 
winter. 
“A bubble covers one-eighth of an 
acre or about 1,500 tomato plants and 
on that a man can get about the same 
income as he does for two to three 
acres of tobacco,” he said. 
His company has tried out the 
project and figures profits should 
range from $960 to $3,360 if the crop 
sells at 30 cents a pound and $4,160 to 
$8,360 at 40 cents a pound for each of 
two crops a year. 
Interrelated will set up collection 
points throughout the state to collect 
the farm products, which then will be 
sold either through the firm’s retail 
outlets or to commercial grocery 
stores for resale.

Arab oil rulers act like they’re tom 
between an almost irresistible temp­ 
tation to jolt the global economic 
system and fear of what the con­ 
sequences might be should they go too 
far. 
Sheik Ahmed Zaki Yamani, the 
astute Saudi Arabian oil minister, has 
been 
brandishing 
a 
fearsome 
bludgeon: if the industrialized nations 
think they’ve got trouble now, suppose 
the other Third World countries gang 
up with their raw materials the way 
the oil producers did? 
On the other hand, Yamani noted 
that the advanced nations have only to 
fall in line with Arab goals to lessen 
their troubles. 
“ What is at stake today is the 
revision of an entire economic system 
which developed at a time when we did 
not exist on the stage, and by ‘we’ I 
mean the developing countries, most 
of which were colonies,” he said. 
“ Above all, one should consider a 
better payment for raw materials 
flowing incessantly into industrialized 
countries which are purchased at very’ 


low prices, at prices which sometimes 
do not even make possible payment of 
proper wages.” 
Given peace — meaning given ac­ 
ceptance of Arab demands against 
Israel — the Arabs and the advanced 
countries should get along fine because 
“ you have what we need and we have 
what you need,” he argued. 
The Arab oil rulers depend heavily 
on the West not only for technology and 
agricultural goods, but for protection. 
King Faisal would see little future in 
being isolated and thrown upon the 
tender 
mercies 
of 
Arab 
radicals 
abetted by the Soviet bloc. It could be 
tantamount to royal suicide to con­ 
tribute to economic chaos in the ad­ 
vanced countries. 
What the Saudis seem to want is 
double insurance. By wielding the oil 
weapon they can gain enough con­ 
cessions to nullify the radical threat to 
dynastic Arab regimes. But they would 
stop short of depriving themselves of 
the implicit protection of the advanced 
world.

A li Tops Frazier In Big Bout 


N EW YORK (A P) —- “ Ali! Ali! A li!” 
The yells of the crowd rolled around 
the rafters of Madison Square Garden 
and played a song for the ears of proud 
Muhammad Ali. 


Dancing, jabbing, playing a deadly 
tune on the profile of Joe Frazier like a 
ring Paderewski, the quick-fisted de­ 
scendant of a Kentucky slave avenged 
an earlier defeat at the hands of the 
one-time world champion and fought 
his way back near the pinnacle of the 
sport. 


MUHAMMAD ALI 


Unanimous winner in a 12-round 
slugfest that brought a crowd of 20,748 
to its feet and thrilled the millions of 
Ali supporters throughout the world, 


Muhammad stood out today as the No. 
1 threat to the heavyweight crown held 
by big George Foreman. 
“ George Forem an 
is a 
sissy 
fighter,” Ali said, tauntingly. “ He 
fights like a girl. Joe Frazier is a good 
fighter. This was a great event. 
“ I think we should fight again.” 


This is a matter that is to be decided 
by the men in the back room — the 
lawyers, the managers, the auditors. 
But 
one 
thing 
is 
certain. 
Heavyweight boxing is alive again, 
because Ali is back in full cry. 
Foreman, who slugged Frazier to 
the canvas six times and won the 
heavyweight crown in a second-round 
knockout a year ago in Jam aica, will 
meet Ken Norton, who broke Ali’s jaw 
and 
split 
two 
decisions 
with 
Muhammad, in a title defense at 
Caracas, Venezuela, March 26. 
Bob Arum, who is Ali’s lawyer and 
head of the agency that handled the 
world-wide television rights to Monday 
night’s fight, would like to match Ali 
and the Foreman-Norton winner in the 
spring. 


Normally, Ali, because of the heavy 
income tax bite, would be better off to 
postpone such a fight until next year. 
But Ali will be 33 then, going on 34, old­ 
er, slower and less sharp. 
A “ rubber meeting” between the 
plodding, aggressive Frazier and the 
nimble-footed, sniping Ali conceivably 
could be an alternative. 
“ I want him again — you better 
believe it,” Frazier, a gracious loser 
said after the fight. “ One more time. 
“ I think I won, but it could have gone 
either way. I hurt him more than he 
hurt me. He was wrestling and holding 
on.” 
A li, 
a 
bombastic, 
bragging 
challenger, was a chastened winner. 
“ I ’m not gonna duck Joe,” he said. 


“ I ’m not gonna be like Foreman. I 
thought Joe was finished. He surprised 
me. He was much better than in the 
first fight. 
“ I think he deserves another chance. 
This fight can’t be topped by any other 
fight.” 
No one in the packed arena and 
perhaps no one in the vast unseen 
audience around the world appeared 
disinclined to dispute it. 
It was another great fight between 
two different types of fighter — the 
slugger against the master craftsman 
— but it had a different ending. In the 
first fight, March 8,1971, when the two 
were unbeaten champions, Frazier 
was the unanimous 15-round winner. 
In Monday night’s 12-rounder, the 
two judges gave Ali a wide edge; Tony 
Castellano 74-1 and Jack Gordon 84 , 
while Tony Perez scored it 6-5-1, all for 
Ali. 
A random poll of writers at ringside 
had it 184 for Ali, with one even. 
Ali, 32, came out dancing and 
flicking that long left of his like a 
serpent’s tongue. Frazier, 30, bearded, 
grunting and snorting like an angry 
bear, 
came 
out 
flailing 
away, 
disdaining any punches thrown his 
way. 
Ali, 212, took the first two rounds 
handily, beating a tattoo on Frazier’s 
angry face. 
“ I ’m gonna get you,” snarled 
Frazier in the third. It was a round he 
won, twice jarring Ali’s head back with 
vicious left hooks and pounding telling 
blows into Muhammad’s midsection. 
Ali continued weaving, darting, 
poking. They seemed to be harmless 
shots 
but 
they 
landed 
flush 
on 
Frazier’s glowering face and they 


began to take effect. 
Ali appeared to win the fourth, fifth 
and sixth rounds. He was an evasive 


target. Frazier, 209, swung wildly, 
connected occasionally, missed often. 
In the sixth round, a lip reader could 
see Frazier snort, “ I ’m gonna get 
you.” Before he would get the words 
out, Ali shot a blood red glove flush to 
his snarling mouth. 
Frazier, obviously 
irked at 
his 
failure to drive home a telling or a 
knockout blow in the early rounds, 
picked up momentum in the seventh. 
He danced and taunted Ali, nailed 
Muhammad with thunderous left 
hooks. 
Frazier fought well in the seventh 
and eighth, maybe winning both, as Ali 
showed signs of tiring. Ali became flat- 
footed. He moved with less agility. He 
took more 
punishment and ad­ 
ministered less. 
In the ninth round, Frazier grinned 
at Ali and motioned to him, “ Come on, 
let’s fight.” 
Swinging w ildly, never giving 
ground, he brought blood to Ali’s nose. 
He spit some blood from his mouth 
himself. But Ali hung on, tying him up 
and pecking away at his foe like a 
gifted swordsman. 
Frazier remained the aggressor. He 
kept coming forward like an angry 
bull. He snorted. He puffed. He swung. 
Ali jabbed, poked, stung his man. 
“ Float like a butterfly, sting like a 
bee.” 
The old Ali adage of strategy was 
never practiced more skillfully. 
Then it was over — Ali by a 
unanimous decision. 
It was a long road back for Ali, who 
had his crown snatched from him and 
who was widely abused for his failure 
to accept the draft and go into the 
Vietnamese war. 
I^ater, when the war became un­ 
popular, Ali’s own popularity soared. 
Many have acclaimed him the world’s 
outstanding sports personality.

Alexander Scourby set out in 
the 1930s to be an actor. He 
still is one. But odds are you’ll 
hear his voice more often on 
television than you’ll actually 
see him. 
He’s one of New York’s 
leading men, so to speak, in 
the specialized field of off- 
camera 
voice-overs 
for 
commercials, 
his 
major 
accounts this year being 
Excedrin and Chevrolet. 
He’s 
also 
done 
the 
narration for so many radio 
and television documentaries 
over the past 30 years he 
doesn’t even want to guess 
approximately how many 
he’s done. 
“I think it’s probably in the 
hundreds, but I don’t really 
know,” laughed Scourby, 
whose latest narrative effort, 
a documentary called ‘‘The 
Battle for Dominance,” airs 
Thursday night on ABC-TV. 
It’s one of television’s many 
ironies that with all his 
credits, he’s often remem­ 
bered as the man who 
narrated 
NBC’s 
superb 
‘‘Victory At Sea” docu­ 
mentary series in the 1950s. 
But Leonard Graves did all 
the narration for the weekly, 
half-hour series. Scourby only 
narrated what he calls ‘‘the 
boiled-down version,” which 
NBC aired as a 90-minute 
special. 
“I never had anything to do 
with the series and I think it’s 
a great injustice to the poor 
guy who did it if I get the 
credit,” 
he 
said. 
‘‘He 
(Graves) did a very good 
job.” 
Scourby, who has a mellow, 
resonant voice and casually 
precise diction that soundis 
vaguely British at times, 
hails from Brooklyn, a 
hamlet not exactly known for 
kindness to the English 


language. 
‘‘I don’t think I ever had a 
Brooklyn accent,” he insists. 
“An awful lot of people are 
bom in Brooklyn and don’t 
have a Brooklyn accent. 
If there was any Flatbush 
in his speech, his acting 
classes not only removed it, 
but, as he observes, “we 
came out with speech so pure 
that we had to ‘dirty it up’ for 
radio.” 
How long does it take to 
narrate a TV documentary? 
Scourby says it varies with 
the efficiency of the producer 
and scriptwriter. True woe is 
when the written narration 
runs longer than the film. 
“Then you’ve got to spend 
half a day boiling it down, 
making cuts, and usually 
they’ve written it so com­ 
pactly that you can’t hardly 
do anything,” he said. 
His 
idea 
of narrative 
heaven is first watching the 
film footage, then marking 
spots in the script for in­ 
flections and pauses and then 
sitting 
down 
at 
the 
microphone. 
“That way,” he said, “you 
get continuity, a real feeling 
of telling a story. If it’s a stop- 
go, stop-go, you break the 
flow.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A Senate 
Judiciary subcommittee today begins 
the task of rewriting a House-passed 
abortion bill that opponents contend 
would be unconstitutional. 
The subcommittee chairman, Sen. 
Robert J. Corts, R-13 Elyria, said he 
wants Ohio’s abortion law to be “ as 
tight as possible.’’ 
Since recent court decisions, Ohio 
has had no abortion laws. The old law 
permitted the procedure only if the 
mother’s life was in danger. 
The House bill, sponsored by Rep. 
Arthur Wilkowski, D46 Toledo, would 
allow abortions under certain cir­ 
cumstances through the first 
six 
months of pregnancy and would set up 
strict regulations as to how they are 
performed. 
Opponents contend it is more * 
restrictive than the old law and said 
physicians would refuse to perform 
them because of a section making 
them liable for civil and criminal 
lawsuits. 
The three-member subcommittee 
will begin work on the bill after the 
1:30 p.m. floor session of both houses 
that will open the General Assembly’s 
activities for the week. 
Corts said two witnesses who did not 
get a chance to testify before the full 
committee earlier will be allowed to 
present their arguments before the 
subcommittee begins re-drafting.

Judiciary subcommittee today, begins 
the task of rewriting a House-passed 
abortion bill that opponents contend 
would be unconstitutional.
